9. T hat all ſuch Officers, Souldiers, and others as are fick, 
hurt, and cannot march out of the T owne, ſhall have free liberty

17. That al perſont of quality, Noblemen, Indges, Knightt, 
Ladtes,Gentlemen,Cutizens, [nhabitants,and ad other perſon 
of both ſexes without exception of any, new reſident in Oxtord, 
may remaine here gs long as they think it convenient , or at 
time when they pleaſe have ſree liberty to remove themſelves, & 
their Families, with their Armes, Horſes, Coaches, and other 
goods and myitings, wit bous ſearch, violence, or diſturbagtt, th 
ther te live at their owne Honſes,ov el{ewhere ; And thoſe whe 
have profe Noni, te be at liberty to exercife them: and that all the 
perſon; above mentioned, ſhall enjoy their Howſes, Landi. Renn, 
Rewenues, Goodr and Eſtates reall and perſonall, O ffices, Placer, 
and all other things to them reſpeftively belonging, or which thy 
bave in traſt for avy other, or wherein any others are truſted fo 
them, freed without Fine or ( ompoſition, of and from all Seque 
ſtratious, Fift and I wentieth part, Penalties, Seizures and Mo 
leftations; And that ne Oath, or Covenant, promiſe,or ether en 
gagement be impoſed upon them , not enjoyned by the Lawerif 
the Land: And that they have fres vſe wherever they reſide, if 
the Litwi g/ and Common: Prayer of the Church of England, 
according to the Lawes eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament,

.-ADDITLIONALL ARTICLES, 
23. That all Ladies, Gentlewomen, and other Women now 
reſident in Oxford, whoſe hutbands are abſent out of the K ing. 
dome, ſhall have. free liberty to remaine in Oxford, or to goto 
their buchands houſes , and there live and enjoy a fourth part of 
their bughands Eftates during their burkands abſence, for the 
maintenance of themſelves and their Children, free from all ge- 
queſtrations, Seizures, Penalties, or Fines, without any Com, 
Poſprion or Aoleſtation whatſoever, and without having any 
Oathimpoſedon them not required by Law. 
34 That His Majeſties Chaplaines in Ordinary, «And 
more particularly thoſe who are tyed to dayly attendance, whe 
have been hinared by theſe troubles from giving their due atten. 
dance in courſe, His Maeſty, as by Oath they are obliged, 
ſhall have the full benefit of theſe Articles. 
35. That in the fift Article after theſe words,{ Both of Horſe 
and Foot ] it be added, [| Of what Nation or Ccuntry ſoevet 
they be, And notwithſtanding they have at any time hereto,
